Tue violent storm which broke over this 
city early yesterday morning returned with 
unabated fary about noon, and continued 1a 
ing uotil five velock in the afteruaon: During 
the whole of this tinie (he rain continued to} 
fall in ‘torrents, seeming wlmost to threaten a 
second deluge; the devastations it has cum- 
mitted are unluppily véry serious, and we ! 
trust we may never have-to recerd a similar | 
catastrophe. ' 

The ravages which have Ueen mare hy the 
cheavy rush of water down the mountain 
amongst the dwellings of the Chinese in 'I'ai- | 
pingshan are not easy to describe,though most ; 
appalling to witness; numbers of houses ave; 
inundated, many tudeed entirely demolished. 
The loss of life in the destruction of the Louses 
in Tank Lane and its vicinity has been 
considesublg, ., During the whole of yesterday 
the poor suferers by this calamity were vainly | 
endeavouring to preserte some portion of 
thejr- property fro entire demolition. whilst 
others were seen weeping over its. delapida- 
tiou. No less than five houses it this loca- 
lity are razed to the ground. . Hlgin Street, 
Shelley Street, Aberdeen et, and Caine 
Road, were quite. impussuble owing to, the 
bujsting of the sewers. A lurge quantily of 
the retaining well of Mosque Terrace wus car- 
tied away,; the water thus making @ chanuel 
Fonnitealf fushed down the bill destroying in | 
its course Buropean habitations and stables ;| 
among’ these we may tention our own stables, 
which were situated in -the Caine Road 
adjacent to Police station’ .No, 9, these ave | 
totally annihilated by. the torrent, which | 
from ‘thence poured’ with increased velo) 
city to the opposite side of-the road and} 
there laid waste the wali und garden belong~ 
ing to. Captain Heaton; forcing ' a pas: 
sage through ‘his bungalow, which. conse. 
quently, became entirely flooded, the water 
and .mud in the.rooms being little less than 

_ three feet. iu depth. “Pwo houses below! this 
in Elgin ‘Verrace were also inundated, one 
oceupied by Captain, Bernard, the other by 
Dr. Lockhead ; in all three instances of course 
most of the farnitcre is entirely’ destroyed, 

“Its right (0 mention that a large gang of | 
convicts was sent down in the morning to clear 
away the stones and rubbish which bad been 
washed into the Queen’s Road, hutas soon 
as the storm returned they styod for some 
time for shelter under thé verandulis of the 
houses; ‘when seeing no prospect of the rain 
abating, the gang was ordered tu return:to the 
Gaol, consequently the householders in the 
neighbourhood were compelled to employ 
street covlies at thair own expenses during the + 
whole day to keep the kennel clear. | 

We.can form no idea of the loss of life and 
property which has been ovcasioned by this 
tempest, and sincerely hope that no further 
disasters may ensue, from the Chinese, remui- 
ning in houses whose fuudations have be 
come undermined by the foul. We think j 
that a survey of these Labitations should be | 
made at once and the oveiipants of those which 
are ia any way unsafe shonld he ejected.

‘Tbe 
vessel during the passuge -las been under 
steam 40 days- and latterly short of coals and 
owing to the builders liaving directed in loa- 
ding the vessel the placing of all heavy 
weights on the water line tween decks the ves- 
sel became so crank after’ burning much coul 
that she would. not stand up to her canvass 
with aside wind.
